MEXICAN COMPLICATIONS.

the United States has originated in 
'lie predatory raids of lawless hordes 
of frontiersmen, who have crossed 
the Rio Grande and depre-lated on 
the merchants and planters, for a 
hundred miles up and down that 
river. 
In these raids they have 


stolen immense numbers of cattle 
and horses (driving them across the 
fords), and in some instances have 
burned dwellings and wantonly mur 
dered our citizens. 
The remedy for 


all this outrage is, for onr Govern 
ment to make immediate demand 
on the authorities of Mexico to check 
this lawlessness, and if that powe 
can not, or will not, restrain it 
predatory desperadoes, then we mus 
punish them ourselves.

The first plan for a national coinage 
was that of Robert and Gonvsrnour 
Morris in 1782.

Congress of the Confederation adopt- 
ed a system of national coinage pre- 
pared b; Mr. Jefferson.

I designated the names to be given to 
the coins and fixed the weights and 
fineness of each coin.

INDIAN MKKV1CB IN NKVADA. 


Oar lUMrratlom—The Fiahing Intnegti—The 


"Policy" a 8ncr«u la Thia State-Borne 
Vi«wa ol the Maw Agent. 


A. J. Barnes, United States Indian 


Agent of Nevada, has written the fol- 
lowing letter to the editor 'of the 
Pioche Record. It ia of local inter 
est to us and we present it to onr 
readers: I have had in mind for some 
time to write you relative to the In- 
dian service in Nevada, now under 
my care, as all agencies of the State 
were consolidated into one upon the 
resignation of Rev. C. A. Bate man 
and the headquarters of the agency 
established at Pyramid Lake, with 
pogtoffice at Wadsworth. 


The present reservations are Pyra 


mid Lake, Walker Biver, Moapa 
Biver and Shoshone farms, north of 
Carlin, and all are in a prosperous 
condition and in good shape for sue 
cessful work and results the present 
year. 


The fishing interests upon the Pyr- 


amid Lake reservation have been un- 
usually prosperous the past Winter, 
aud with all the points well man- 
aged and a sufficiency of teams and 
tools, nothing prevents the antici- 
pated results. • 


If there is language in well defined 


effort and true enthusiasm both on 
the part of employes and Indians, we 
shall prove that the "policy" is not a 
farce in Nevada, whiitever may be 
charged elsewhere, and I most earn- 
estly desire that even the doubtful 
shall be convinced that this ia not a 
sentimentalism but an undeniable 
fact. 
, 


It is not ory intention to avail my- 


self of unmeaning and unwarranted 
newspaper articles, but to show by 
work—earnest work—that I not only 
believe in the humanitarian plan of 
civilizing Indians but demonstrate 
the fact of the entire feasibility of 
the effort. I have labored under 
some disadvantages by the delays at 
Washington to fill lay requisitions, 
but as large bodies move slowly, I 
waited my turn, necessarily, but not 
always patiently. I trust I shall 
have the interest and co-operation of 
all parties interested in the Indians 
of our State, while endeavoring to 
carry forward the work so well be- 
gun already. 


I hope to visit your section soon, 


expected to hwe done so before this, 
but sickness has hindered me. In 
fact the exposure to which I was sub- 
jected last 
December — going to 


Washington and returning, together 
with extra labor in assuming the 
duties and systematizing the consoli- 
dated service—has ooliged me to 
keep my room most of the past quar- 
ter. Owing to this fact I havo been 
compelled to ask my worthy friend, 
the former incumbent of this agency, 
Bev. C. A. Bateman, to aid me in 
my work. 
Thongh engaged in an- 


other service claiming his full atten- 
tion, he has cheerfully doubled his 
labors to comply with my request. 
Be is now on his way to Moapa 
River Indian 
Bescrve, Southeast 


Nevada, and will be pleased to see 
»« many of the good people of Pioohe 
as possible—on his way down or re- 
turning.
